US Senators and Representatives can nake noni nations toward
one vacancy per year at each of the three Service Academ es: U S
Mlitary Acadeny (West Point), U S. Naval Acadeny (Annapolis), and
U S. Air Force Acadeny (Col orado Springs).

The Merchant Marine Acadeny's nom nation process is a little
different. The Acadeny picks four applicants fromeach state based
on the nom nations of the state's congressional delegation. Al of
W sconsin's applicants conpete for these four vacanci es.

If you are interested in the U S. Coast Quard Acadeny, you
need to apply directly to the Acadeny by witing to: US Coast Guard
Acadeny, Adm ssions Ofice, New London, Connecticut, 06320-4195.
There is no congressional nom nation required.

In order to qualify for entrance into a Service Acadeny, you

must be a United States G tizen between 17 and 21 years of age and a
hi gh school graduate.

NOM NATI ON PROCESS

In addition to conpleting the nom nation application, it is
al so necessary for you to open a pre-candidate file with each of the
academ es you are interested in. You can do this by filling out a
postcard that your school gui dance counsel or can provide.

In order to be eligible for a nom nation, your conpleted
application, which includes the application form short essay, |ist
of activities, high school transcripts, ACT or SAT scores, and
| etters of recomendati on, nust be received by Friday, Cctober 15,
2004. Pl ease only send applications to ny Mddleton office as |isted
on the application form |Inconplete applications, or those
submtted after the deadline, will not be considered.

Once your application has been received by ny office, it wll
be reviewed to determine if you qualify to be interviewed. Only
t hose candi dates who neet all requirenents set forth by each acadeny
will be interviewed. |If you qualify, you will receive notification
by mail of your interview | have appointed an Acadeny Advisory
Board that conducts interviews in |ate October and Novenber. The
board interviews candidates in ny Mddleton and M| waukee offices
pl us one other state office.

The nom nation process is conpleted before the end of the year
after nmy Acadeny Advisory Board has reviewed all pertinent
information. By the end of the year, you will be notified as to
whet her you have received a nom nation fromny office.

NOM NATI ON FI LE

Your application file nmust be conplete by Friday, Cctober 15,
2004, and mnust include all of the follow ng itens:




1. Application Form

Be thorough. You should rank your acadeny preferences and
only list those fromwhich you will accept an offer of appointnent.
If you only want to be considered for one acadeny, this is
appropriate and do not list a second or third choice. Al of the
requested information on the application is required for you to be
considered for a nomnation. Please be sure to sign the form

2. Essay
In 200 words or |ess, state why you want to attend a service

acadeny. Please attach this statenment to the application.

3. List of Activities
Pl ease provide a list of activities as outlined on the
application form

4. H gh School Transcripts

You nmust include an official transcript of your high school
records. This transcript nust show your final grades through your
junior year, your current grade point average, and your nunerical
class rank. If your high school does not rank students, please
i ndi cate “Does Not Rank” in this field. |If you are applying during
your senior year, please provide a conplete high school transcript.
If you have graduated from hi gh school and are currently attending a
col l ege or preparatory school, please provide ny office with
transcripts fromthese institutions as well.

5. Col | ege Board Test Scores

The Schol astic Aptitude Test (SAT) or the Anmerican Coll ege
Test (ACT) are essentially the entrance exans for the service
academ es. Scores nust be received by the application deadline of
Cctober 15'". No one is considered for a nom nation unless they have

taken one of these tests. It is recomended that you take these
exans prior to Septenber in order to provide the results to this
office for your nomnation file. It takes approxi mtely six weeks
to receive test results. |If you wsh to retake one of the tests,

pl ease forward a copy of those results to ny office.

My office will accept the scores directly fromthe test
providers or on a certified copy of the high school transcript. You
can have the results sent directly to ny office by listing ny code
for the SAT (1383) or ACT (7197) tests in the space on the exam
where it asks you to list colleges you want to receive your results.
Pl ease check wth your school guidance counsel or for nore
i nformati on about scheduling yourself for these college boards.

6. Letters of Recommendati on

You are required to submt three letters of recomendati on.
The letters should be from peopl e who know you personally and can
descri be your capabilities and strengths. Letters fromrelatives
wi Il not be accepted. At |east one recommendation nust be froma
non-school source. Enployers, teachers, coaches or conmunity
| eaders are exanpl es of people you may want to ask to wite on your
behal f. Recomendation |letters should not be sent to ny office
i ndi vidual ly. Applicants should collect the letters and send them
together as part of the conpl eted application.
